T Is to be expected that the delicate and extensive covering of the 


body must suffer injury and disease. The skin is so exposed to 
dust and dirt, the collection of germs, and to acuclcnt. that the 


wonder is it is not out of order most of the time. Yet it is remarkable 
how infrequently it becomes affected enough to 
attract attention. 


There are various forms of inflammation 


which attack the skin
